German Worklnrnieri of Chicago \Varnv4

Far several rcontha there lias been a 


movement in Chloago to enconrnfje the . 
emigration of German mechanics from : 
this city to South Africa. 
Bright hopes I 


of high wages ha7e been held one to the 
Tvorkingmeu, and aa inauy of them arel 
ont at employment great interest. bas| 
been aroused in the &UiaetioD3 Eaitl to 
ejist in the Transvaal republic. 


As ft result, the Transvaal Afrikaclnb 


vraa organized for the purpose of obtain- 
ing information regarding industrial 
conditions in South Africa, and on the 
strength of reports received a party of 
1U mechanics left Chicago for Johannes- 
burg Oct. 16. 


Other parties me organizing to fol- 


low, but cold water was thrown upon I 
tho movement at a recent meeting of 
the club. At thia meeting Wenzel Eich- 
uer told of a letter that hart been re- 
ceived from Johannesbarg wheroiu it 
was related that carpenters were being 
paid from £13 4g. to £15 11s. per fort- 
night. 


Among the listeners to the glosvins 


reports was Oliver J. Hadden, an eiperc 
mining engineer, who spent 
several 


years in South Africa. He was asked to 
address the clnb and said he had heard 
of tho emigration to the Transvaal and 
came to the meeting to leacn why me- 
chanics were going to a country which 
he did not consider so favorable to their i 
interests as the United States. 
Ha naid i 


if the conditions in the Transvaal had 
EH greatly improved since he was there, 
iii 1892, he would lite to return to that 
country himself. He uaiil %yhi]t he vfaa 
engaged in the African mines ha had 
men working for him at wages us high I 
an £1 for ten hours' work, but they j 
were ezpsrts, the ordinary wages for 
unskilled labor being 10 shillings. He 
said there were no factories in opera- 
tion, for the reason that there was no 
raw material within reach. The mining 
property was all controlled by British 
capital, and British-labor waa invari- 
ably given employment in prlferanco to 
any other. 
In the miuea where Mr. 


Madden was 
employed he said 
the 


worlcingmen were all English, Irish ;ind 
Scotch, save a few Americans. He said 
ho thought the outlook for German im- 
migrants waa unfavorable, and he would 
not consider, a fevr favorable letters Fnf- 
flcient guarantee that they would find 
profitable, employment when they got 
tuere. 


A. Boenert, as general solicitor und 


representative of 
cha South African 


steamship lines, frankly declined to ad- 
vise any good mechanic to go to South 
Africa. 
He said he did not think any 


country on the face of the earth offered 
better opportunities for The workiugman 
'•thin ware to be found in the United 
^'State's, and, while he' would profit by 
tlia emigration movement, he did not 
feul justified in encouraging men in 
seeking an uncertain field: 


There was a general and informal 


discussion of tho subject by the mem- 
bers. One man told of the carpenters 
who went to Johannesburg from Chi- 
cago to find work, but did not find the 
situation there any bettor than here, if 
as good, and returned home.

said he had received a letter from. Jo- 
hannesburg telling him potatoes wore 
$7 a barrel and batter $1 a pound in 
thai city.

combination of American sugar refiners.

The people will demand a rigid ac- 


counting of congress, uud with respect 
to tariff legislation they will insist that 
no tax shall be levied to foster trusts or 
promote monopolies. One safe and cer- 
tain rule for congress to observe is that 
of pnttirg upon the free list every man- 
ufactured product, foreign competition 
with which is hindered by duties.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

hereby appropriated." 


The.Pacific cable project waa consid- 


ered again yesterday by the house com- 
mittee on commerce, which listened to a 
statement by General Wager Swayne, In 
behalf of the. Pacific .Cable company of 
New Jersey,-In .which he la associated 
•u-lth" Colonel Spauidlng ot Honolulu. 
Ogden Mills, James J. Hill. Abram S. 
Hewitt and other capitalists. 


General Swayne urged the house com- 


mittee to recommend the senate bill, 
which authorizes the postmaster gen- 
eral to contract for a cable from the 
Pacific coast to Japan, by way of the 
Hawaiian Islands, with an annual sub- 
sidy not. exceeding S16D.000. A bill haa 
been reportedxo.the houae for a subsidy 
of S100.000 a. year to the Pacific Cable 
company of New Tork, In which James 
Scrymser and J. P. Morgan are inter- 
ested. - . 


The recent colonial conference, which 


decided upon the project of .a British 
cable from Vancouver to Japan, by way 
of Australia and 
Honolulu, General 


Sivayne said, endangered the success of 
an American enterprise, unless immedi- 
ate steps,were taken by congress. He 
ursed the house to adopt a plan which 
would, insure competition for the sub- 
sidy, believing that no bill giving a sub- 
sidy to a - particular company would 
succeed while H -was known that other 
responsible parties desired to bid. That 
part of the project of the Scrymser com- 
pany which contemplates a cable from 
Japan to China, General Su-ayne held to 
be unnecessary, 
because two estab- 


lished cables fill that field now. J^or did 
he believe a cable could be finished to 
Honolulu within a year and Japan with- 
in IS months, as that company offers to 
do. He offered In behalf of the corpora- 
tion which he represents to deed Colonel 
Spalding'a concessions from the Ha- 
waiian government to the successful bid- 
der under any bill which provided for 
competition. 


ICB Crop Unfavorable. 


Boston, .Jan. .10.—The season in thia 


part of New England has been rather 
unfavorable to-lce harvesters, as the Ice 
Is not yet as thick as it usually Is at. thia 
time. The Boston Ice company has be- 
jrun cutting nn one or two of Its small 
ponds, but the'.c&afWakeneldisnotyet 
thick enough. -One or twn days of cold 
weather, 
however, 
would 
probably 


thicken the.ice to the desired point. Al- 
though .tile local-Ice crop is rather scant, 
reports say-the Ice In Maine has formed 
finely, and is of thebest possible quality, 
as It haa almost no snow on It. A good 
deal of ice has been cut there already, 
and It la expected that the shipments to 
BostoB will be large thia winter.

IIISISTETI TVILLIS. 


Albert Sydney 'Willis was born near 


S'nelbyville. Ky., about 55 years ago. He 
was the son of a v/ell known physician. 
When Albert was 12 years of age his 
father died. After a short widowhood 
Mrs. "Willis married J. L,. Clemmons, a 
IjOuisvillo attorney, and came to j:hat 
city to live. Albert was sent to the pub- 
lic schools. Later he entered the high 
school and took the full five years' course,, 
graduating with distinction. 


After graduating he taught school out 


onthe'Bardstownroad. While Ailing this 
post, he studied law and later matricu- 
lated at the Louisville law school. In 
1SGC .he graduated from the law school 
and began practice. 


In the early seventies he was elected 


to the office of county attorney, which 
position he held until his election to 
congress in 1S76, when he succeeded 
Henry "Watterson, "Tvho had- been se- 
lected to fill the unexpired term of E. T. 
Tarsons. Hi became a favorite lieu- 
tenant of Mr. Carlisle and maneuvered 
I'.is forces for the speakershlp, to which 
olnce Mr. Carlisle was elected for the 
first time In the Forty-eighth congress. 
Mr. Carlisle then made Mr. Willis chair- 
man of the rivers and harbors commit- 
tee, which responsible position.he ably 
filled. Mr. "Willis served five terms in 
congress. 


In 1S93 Mr. "Willis received the ap- 


pointment as minister to Hawaii and 
accepted and assumed the post. He ar- 
rived at the island during the most criti- 
cal moment in its history. Queen Liliuo- 
kalani had been deposed, and another 
government had taken the place of the 
monarchy. 


The most intense interest existed as to 


what course the president would adopt. 
Mr. .Cleveland intrusted his secret or- 
ders to Mr. Willis, and they were to the 
effect that Queen Llluokalani should be 
reinstated ir. event of her granting 
immunity to all political offenders. This 
she declined to do. The recent state of 
affairs is well known. In 1876 Mr! Willis 
married Miss Florence Bulaney. They 
have one son, Albert S. Willis, Jr., who 
is at Honolulu.

THE MOXETAIllr QUESTION. 


The republican party is beating around 


tbe bush ou the financial question. 
They 


acknowledge there is something wrong; 
they have tbe gold standard for whicb 
they fought, but that does not bring re- 
lief. 


It is not often that the prevailing curso 


•win prove its own remedy or the greatest 
blessing. 
Yet they are to let the standard 


alone and retire all kinds of United 
States notes just as if that would provide 
a remedy for an ever appreciating stand- 
ard. 


They want a commission, a non-parti- 


san commission composed entirely of re_ 
publicans, to settle tbe whole question. To 
give it into the hnnds of such a body 
•cvould be in their estimation to take tbe 
•whole matter out of politics, oat of con- 
troversy, so that tho people of the coun- 
try niigbt not be able to touch tbe mone- 
tary .laws until tho country was thoroughly 
committed to them. 


It would be difficult to express more 


clearly the logic of the situation than it 
is set forth by the Boston Traveller ir^the 
following: 


"Fools and blind! Do they not see the 


tendency of affairs ? The most dishonest 
dollar in the -world is the gold dollar, 
or any dollar whose purchasing capacity 
is augmenting In the same, succession as 
the days come and go, and nny currency 
which is based upon a dollar of increasing 
purchasing power is a menace to national 
prosperity. What we want, and what we 
must and Will have, is a larger amount of 
primary money, which, means gold and 
sliver, hand in hand, the money of the 
poopln and tha money'of tbe constitu- 
tion."

market: The title is rising, the first week 
In the year being the turning point. The 
large sale of Australian wool last week 
was the forerunner of the large sales 
t'nat havo followed this week. Bargain 
lotr. have all been picked tip, and a gen- 
eral advance of 1 cent on the scoured 
puund established throughout the list. 
Tlie demand has been general, covering 
fleeces as ivelJ as western unwashed 
wools. 


All the big- buyers are taking on large 


blocks of wool, believing that by next 
summer a new tariff will be In force and 
that purchases for future consumption 
are not merrlysafe. but profitable. 


The sales ot the week are 0,220,500 


T-ounds domestic and 
2,(MO,OCO pounda 


foreign, against 1,737,500 pounds domes- 
tic and 1.44S,000 pounds foreign last week, 
mid 1,289,000 pounds domestic and 1,076,- 
000 pounds foreign for the same week 
last year. 


The sales to date show an Increase of 


3,239,000 pounds domestic and 910,000 
pounds foreign from the sales to the 
same date in 1896. The receipts to date 
show a decrease of 3748 bales domestic 
and an Increase of 1245 bales foreign.

Tho flrst thought that naturally 
coiDOg ig^that this man will be almost 
overcome with joy at the progpeot of his 
release.' But OQ second thought grave 
doubt arises ng to whether this unfortunate 
man will be even as contented as he must 
halve learned to be.' In .prison when he la 
egaln ont in the wqrjdj free to go where 
he pleases. He himself probnbly has no 
euch doubt now, but It is much to be 
feared that when tho prison doors have 
closed behind him he will realize what It 
Is Impossible for him to realize now. 


At the ago.of GU years he will be utterly 


alone in tho world, without resources, 
without the physical strength to mate hia 
way through what littlo of life may re; 
main to him. She that was his wife, i: 
she still .lives, Is tho wife of another, for 
he was legally dead when the life sentence- 
had been Imposed upon him, and aho exer- 
cised her .right to marry again. 
Those 


who were his friends all those years ugo 
are dead or scattered through tho world. 
He will be a stranger among strangers. 
Tbere is none DO whom ho can' turn for 
sympathy, for aid, or. even for opportunity 
to.juake a living, 
lloreo-ver, tbore will 


coino to him, as never before perhaps, the 
realization that his life, with all tho op- 
portunities which it might have held, hivs 
all bat passed away. 


Governor Morton, before tho expiration 


of Ills term, commuted tho life sentence of 
Georgo E. Gordon, now In Canneraora 
prison, to 62 years, so that he will he re- 
leased on Slay 8 next, the time off for good 
behavior being allowed.

Gordon is nt present itho 
prison librarian at Dannemora, and hie 
good conduct during his long confinement,1 
together with the fact that he has always 
contended that he did net commit tbe 
crime, led to tbe governor's favorable ac- 
tion on the application for clemency.

charged witli murder could not testify iu 
his own behalf, but he then dechirod his 
Innocence. Ho was convicted on circum- 
stantial evidence, considered stroug.
